The mining laws of Nevada fully 


cover the situation and the state laws 
are upheld by the United States laws. 
Section 281, entitled "an act to en- 
courage mining," of the compiled laws 
reads as follows: 


Section 1—The several grants made 


by the United States to the state ot 
Nevada reserved the mineral lands. 
Sales of such lands made by the state 
were made subject to such reservation. 
Any citizen of the United States, or 
person having declared his intention 
to become such, may enter upon any 
mineral lands in this state, notwith- 
standing the state's selection, and ex- 
plore for gold, silver, copper, lead, cin- 
nabar or other valuable mineral, and 
upon the discovery of such valuable 
mineral may work and mine the same 
in pursuance of the local rules and 
regulations of the miners and the laws 
of the United. States; provided, that 
after a person who has purchased land 
from the state has made valuable im- 
provements thereon, such improvement 
shall not be taken or injured without 
full compensation. But such improve- 
ment may be condemned for the uses 
and purposes of mining in like manner 
as private .property is by law con- 
demned and taken for public use. Min- 
ing for gold, silver, lead, copper, cin- 
nabar and other valuable mineral is 
the paramount interest of this state 
and is hereby declared to be a public 
use. 


Several prominent state attorneys 


have been; consulted 
regarding 
the 


matter and all agree the miners have 
the best of the fight. The fact that 
the railroad is suing in the district 
court is taken as an admission that the 
state has control.

HAT might have been a fatal trage'dy occurred on the platform 
of the Southern Pacific depot last evening, when Miss Hallie 
Bonser shot a gambler known as "Curley" Williams in the fore- 


head, inflicting only a slight wound. 
The weapon used was 
a cheap 


pattern of a 32-calibre gun and the bullet struck Williams above the 
right eye and glanced off. He staggered against a truck load of trunks 
and the woman attempted to get away, but her train caught under the 
wheels of a truck and It held her fast. 
She laid the smoking revol- 


ver down upon a truck and as she succeeded in freeing herself she was 
arrested by Officer Christie and turned over to the custody of Sheriff 
Ferrel.

Williams was taken to a Center street lodging house, -where; his 


wound was dressed by Dr. Wichtman. 


It is said that Miss Bonser and Williams had been fi'iends for some 


time and that recently they quarreled. Last week Williams Is alleged 
to have made a cowardly attack upon Miss Bonser while walking in 
the evening air with her escort during a party which she was attend- 
ing. 
Williams struck her in the face and a warrant was on Thurs- 


day sworn out for his arrest, but it was not served until, last night 
when he returned to town. Williams was released, however, upon giv- 
ing bail. 


Miss Bonser last evening attended the Grand Theater with a lady 


friend and gentleman escort. After the performance she walked over 
to the depot with her friends. 
After arriving at the depot she'learned 


that Williams had returned to the city and requested that her escort 
go and get a policeman to go home with them. While he was in search 
of an officer Williams came up to the two women and a few words 
passed between them, when Miss Bonser drew the revolver from the 
folds of her waist and pointing it at his forehead, discharged one bar- 
rel. Williams is said to have been unde£ the influence of liquor at the 
time of the shooting. He came here from Goldfield some 
time ago, 


where he was in a. shooting scrape in which he fired four shots at Itfa 
antagonist and received a bullet in the ankle. He is said 'to have been 
shot in the leg at Baker City, Oregon, and to have been in trouble a 
number ot times.

Miss Bonser had previously been employed in a restaurant here. 


After her arrest she took the situation with composure. She had noth- 
ing to say either to the sheriff or the newspapers. 
Friends engaged 


B. S. Wilson to. defend her. She_ positive^ refused! to assign 
any 


reason for her attack on Williams" -but in the light 
of 
subsequent 
. events it is certain .that she fearad him and that she; shot him because 
"she was fearful least'he mighlt repeat his attack -of last- week.

Several Changes 


in Football Rules 


f«»• i 


Football coaches, officials and play- 


ers of the college game will now begin 
a. study' of the changes in the rules 
which have now. been issued in book 
form. These changes refer more to a 
clearing up of the rules in the minds 
of officials than in the changing of the 
game as demanded by those calling for 
more open play. 


Probably the 
first 
thing 
which 


catches the eye is the new field mark- 
ed checkerboard fashion from end to 
end, 
with the view of permitting the 


quarterback to run with the ball from 
any spot' almost in the field, providing 
he runs five yards out from the cen- 
ter. 


Last year the quarter was limited 


in his run from c'center to the space 
within 
the 
2D-yard 
lines. 
This is 


one concession 'to the open game call. 
Another which might be considered as 
bearing on the open tactics is a rul- 
ing requiring a referee to blow his 
whistle the moment the ball is stopped. 
This is'to stop the fighting for the 
ball on the ground. The rule says She 
whistle must come 'the moment the 
tdrward progress of the ball is stopped 
and refers it is thought to the close- 
in scrimmage work rather than open 
fie!d: running, where a sprinter might 
be turned back momentarily. In the 
past the officials have given the runner 
every clianee to work and ge't clear. 


•Rule 6 is accented. It refers to the 


- starting of men intentionally to draw 


the opposing team offside or into' a 
falsely directed break. If the snapper- 
back or center makes any'motion as 
if to snap the ball it is in play. This 
is an old rule. The opposing - 'team 
charges on such motion. Now, if any 
player of the side with the ball makes 
a false start with the view of drawing 
the other side off their balance the 
ball if snapped is ordered back and re- 
garded as not being in play and the 
same scrimmage begins over again. ' 


One improvement 
which 
referees 


will appreciate is a rule making all 
substitutes report 'to that official be- 
fore they can enter the game, 


No player is permitted to be out of 


bounds when the ball is being put in 
play with the single exception of a 
man holding a place kick. This rules 
on a. point which once came up in an 
Iowa-Chicago game, when Knipe, tak- 
ing advantage of an indefinite sen- 
tence, lined his men up exactly as If 
they were out in the open, with half

After warring continually for 
the 


past hundred years, during which time 
countless numbers of their braves were 
slain in battle, the remnants of the 
once powerful tribes, the Washoes and 
Piutes,-xmet last night at the camp 
near this city and, seated 
on 
the 


ground, surrounding the embers of a 
smouldering camp fire, the chieftains 
of the two tribes smoked the pipe of 
peace and signed 'the treaty that sets 
aside forever the strife and enmity 
which has existed between the two na- 
tions.

the two tribes circled around

seated figures of their stern and som- 
ber looking chiefs, chanting the weird 
songs of their people and executing the 
figures of their strange 'dance. At the 
conclusion of the dance the striking 
figure of Captain Ben, the grizzled 
orator and warrior from Walker River, 
stepped forward in front of the in- 
terested throng of whites and Indians 
and addressed the braves in his own 
language for a brief period,

The shield was placed on the 
ground and Captain Dave of the Waa- 
hoes and Captain Pete of the Piutes 
advanced and took the aged piece of 
buckskin from its resting place. The 
two chiefs advanced to the flre and the; 
piece of parchment bearing the mys- 
tic symbols which caused the shed- 
ding of many a noble red man's blood 
was held over the flames until all trace 
of the writing was obliterated. A ves- 
sel containing the blood of an ox, ex- 
tracted from the jugular vein, was 
then brought forth and on the reverse 
side of the' ancient relic was placed. In 
characters unintelligible to any save 
the members of the tribes, the words 
which are 'destined to forever set asije 
the feuds and intrigues of the natives. 
The marks of Captain Dave and Cap- 
tain Pete were then affixed to the man- 
uscript and. the compact which is to 
•stand the test of time was complete. 


The pipe of peace was then smoked, 


after which the Indians engaged In a 
weird fantastical dance which lasted 
until late in the night. The warriors 
then retired to their 
wigwams and 


slumbered peacefully.
